ARCHITECTURAL DESCRIPTION 

The Freeman C. & Hattie P. Hatch Cottage, built ca.1902, is a one-story wood frame summer cottage with a front-gable roof 
broken into two planes on both sides. A central entrance is paired with a beveled-sided oriel and flanked by windows in the side 
wings; a single window is centered in the gable. The rear (north) fagade overlooks Great Pond and is spanned by an open deck. 
The parcel is generally open with vegetation along the side and street boundaries. A small barn with vehicle and mow doors and 
a stable area under an extension of the roof on the side has been converted into a garage with an overhead door. 


HISTORICAL NARRATIVE 

The house now numbered 570 Samoset Road was built as part of a summer compound developed by Freeman Cobb Hatch 
(1857-1945) and his wife Hattie Peebles Hatch (1862-1947). The five-acre parcel was divided from the holdings of the 
descendants of Benjamin Clark (died 1824) and his wife Hannah Brown (died 1842) long known as the Clark Estate. Harriet 
Brown Clark’s father George Brown Jr. had acquired the tract in 1754 from John Mulford, and according to one affidavit the 
property “was always considered owned by her husband, Deacon Benjamin Clark.” It ranged north along Cape Cod Bay from 
Bee’s River and west along the north side of what became Samoset (earlier Old Mulford) Road." 


In July 1896 Jemima Clark (1822-1905), an unmarried granddaughter of Benjamin Clark, sold the five apparently undeveloped 
acres for $75 to Chicago railroad supply manufacturer Charles Frederick Quincy, whose connection with Eastham is not yet 
known. Quincy ultimately decided to vacation at Squam Lake in New Hampshire and sold the parcel two years later to Hattie 
Peebles Hatch. A native of Palmer, she had married Eastham native Freeman C. Hatch in 1882. The son of currier James 
Sullivan Hatch (1817-91) and his second wife Jerusha Cobb Clark (1826-69), a granddaughter of Benjamin Clark. Hatch’s first 
wife, Susan F. Clark (1820-48), was Jerusha’s older sister, and both were daughters of Edward C. and Jerusha Clark.? 


Censuses indicate that Freeman Hatch grew up in this section of Eastham. In 1865 he and his family shared a house with his 
grandparents Edward and Jerusha Clark and their youngest son John A. Clark and his wife Tamson Gill. By 1880, however, the 
Hatches moved to Palmer, where James Hatch continued as a currier and sons Freeman and James worked in a fish market. 
After he married Hattie Peebles, Freeman Hatch moved his family to Springfield, where he worked a fruit and produce dealer. In 
1902 Eastham assessors taxed him—as administrator of his father James’s estate—on a house valued at $450, a wood house, 
and 34.50 acres. The 1905 Eastham map attaches his name to two adjacent houses, evidently built for James at what are now 
520 and 570 Samoset Road. The 1929 Cape directory lists both Freeman Hatch and his brother James P. Hatch as summer 
residents on Samoset Road. 


The 1930 census lists Freeman C. Hatch as an Eastham resident with $1500 in real property and living with his wife Hattie, but 
by 1940 the couple had returned to Springfield to live with their married daughter Edna H. Ullman and her husband Harry, a New 
York native who managed a manufacturing company. In 1923 Hattie Hatch deeded their cottage at 570 Samoset Road to 
daughter Edna and reserved to herself and her husband rights to the ice house on the property and to the right of way leading to

3 Benjamin and Hannah Brown had two sons that survived them, George (1783-1842) and Edward C. (1788-1869). George married Betsy 
Collins (1789-1864) in 1813 and had three children—Myrick (1815-89), Jemima (1822-1905), and George (1828-48). Jemima Clark lived with 
her parents and, after their deaths, with her unmarried brother Myrick. In 1900 she was living alone in her own household, and her will of the 
same year left her personal property to two of her cousins and their children and directed that her real estate be sold to pay her debts. Edward 
C. Clark married Jerusha Cobb (1793-1873) in 1816 and had five children. James S. Hatch married first Edward and Jerusha’s eldest daughter 
Susan F. Clark (1820-48) and, after her death, their second daughter Jersuah Cobb Clark (1826-69). John A. Clark (1834-1910) was the 
youngest child and married Tamson Gill (1842-1900) in 1859. 
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and from Samoset Road. In 1932 Edna transferred the title back to her mother, and in 1941 Hattie Hatch sold the five acres and 
its buildings to Cape Cod Trust Company.’ Freeman C. Hatch died in Eastham in 1945 and his wife Hattie in 1947. 


Cape Cod Trust sold the Samoset Road property to Frances C. Johnson in August 1942. Born in Boston in 1891, Frances 
Eldridge Johnson was the daughter of David M. Eldridge, born in England but raised in Brewster, and his wife Fannie C. Foster, 
a native of East Brewster. She was working as a dressmaker in Boston when she married New Brunswick native Delbert 
Johnson, a bank bookkeeper then living in Somerville, in 1914. Frances Johnson owned the Eastham property for a little more 
than a year and sold it to Harold R. and Nathena M. Cole of Wethersfield, Connecticut, in October 1943.° Nathena May Hatch 
Cole was the daughter of Freeman C. Hatch’s brother James Porter Hatch (1855-1938) and his wife Clara Gill of Eastham. Her 
husband, Harold Rosenell Cole, emigrated from New Brunswick, Canada, about 1897 and was a pressman for Travelers 
Insurance Company in Hartford. The Coles owned the land and buildings until 1965, when it was sold to Charles D. and Jane 
Tompkins Poole of Minot, North Dakota, who owned it for thirteen years. James H. Bowman bought the property from Jane 
Poole in 1978 and subdivided it into three parts (nos. 520, 550 & 570), each with a house on it. In 1980 Bowman sold the 570 
Samoset Road house and 30,784 square feet to Eric V. Sandin of Guilford, Connecticut. Both Sandin and his wife Ann owned 
the property in trust, and after their deaths, in 2012 and 2016 respectively, 570 Samoset Road passed to successor trustee 
Elizabeth S. Bush of Glastonbury, Connecticut. Her trust was the owner in 2020.’
